Editorial Correspondence. 


ronorromx, October 8, 1855. 
Wishing first to visit a few places still higher 
in the mountains, we determined to take George- 
town on our return. Hence, resting here but 
for a night, we passed up twelve miles farther, 


the olevated ridge between the deep canon of 
Otter Creek on the south, and the yet deeper 
one of the North Fork of the American, on the 
the north, and is entirely cut off from any wag- 
on road connection with towns below. The lo- 
cality has been known for some three years as 
one of quite moderate surface diggings, and very 
few took any interest in them. Some also were 
aware of gold bearing quartz veins in the vicini- 
ty, yet, for the want of capital or energy, the 
claimants made little or no use of them. But 
during the past summer, better tunnel diggings 
were struck, which awakened a little excitement, 
and drew a few additional adventurers to the 


prize and means, Mr. Joseah Noughes and Col. 
F. Baker, carefully examined the quartz leads. 
became satisfied of their value, aud purchased 
au extensive claim, three thousand fect in length. + 
Afterwards they put up a mill at x pense of 
twenty-seven thousand dollars, with the heaviest 
kind of stampers, weighing each robo hundred 
pounds and numbering, we believe, sixty in all; 
the whole moved by a powerful “an en- 
gine, and capable of grinding over two hundred 
tons of rock per day. The lead was then fairly 
opened and forty men set at work in getting out 
the quartz and running the mill. So far as work- 
ed, the vein of quartz has ranged from two to 
seven feet in thickness, and is of unknown depth. 
The whole of it proves to be rich in gold ; no. por- 
tion of it being rejected, but all is profitably put 
through the mill. As we examined the pile of 
broken stone, ready for the action of the crusb- 
ers, in numerous pieces, the bright spangles of 
gold thickly sparkled out through ‘the whole rock 
bespeaking a richness for the vein equal, if not 
superior, to any we had before visited \ Califor- 
nia. Besides this, there are also in 
other gold- -bearing veins; we did not learn how 
many, and there are propositions for building two 
or three otber quartz mills. Should this be done 
it is possible that Volcanoville may become a 
place of note equal to any other in the State for 
its yield of gold in quartz miuing operations. 
With all these facts in its favor, the place has 
taken a sudden start, and is rapidly building up 
in the manner of a regular town. A number of 
families are already here, and arrangements are 
being made for others soon to come. We do like 
to see the towns settling with families, as weil as 
those lower down, and those in the -yallies. It 
arguesa good future for California, when its 
most elevated portions, to the summits ot its 
lofty Sierras, shall teem with a settled, perma- 
nent, enterprizing, aud we would fain say, happy 
people, as much so as any other part of the Un- 
ion. But happiness depends so much upon mor- 
ality, and morality upon christianity, that i 
view of the irreligion of this State, we always 
level compelled to speak with much reserve, of the 
prospective happiness of California.

former! Yet what multitudes will rush to the 
one, freely pay their dollars, and stamp, and 
laugh and applaud, and then turn with such ap- 
pended dignity from the other with the exclama- 
ion, “We have a contribution box stuck up in 
our face every day.” For shame on such two- 
bit-souls! we had almost said they do yot de- 
serve to be saved, but we will not, for oe eto 
ber, it is but an exemplification of the truth that 
“the natural heart is enmity against God, for it 
is vot subject to the law of God, neither indeed 
can be.“ 

Slowly the dark nigh® closed around us as, 
at the completion of , more week's labors, we 
retuned to — to rest over the Sabbath.

Ihe people of Gilroy have 
invited Rev. Mr. Corwin to preach for them the 
first Monday Eveeningof eack month. 

The church at Petaluma, has suffered from 
poverty, the wheat crop having been ruined by 
blast. Congregation continues from 75 to 100 
in number, and two have been added to the 
church upon profession.

Atlantic Correspondence. 
October, 1856. 

Dan don't know where to date 
this letter. My movements have been so rapid 
and continued J late, that it will pertain to no 
place in particular. Let it speak for itself upon 
that point. And speaking of movements, re- 
minds me to remark the great change which the 
opening of so many Railroads has wrought here, 
in respect to travel. It is not easy to compre- 

it without experiencing it. It seems like 


E dream; or, more properly speaking, the pres- 


ent state of things seems like a dream. 
and the seems like a universal 
waking up! When you have occasion to be five | 
hundred miles away to-morrow night, and two 
hundred miles from there the following day, and 
so on for weeks, and home again as readily as you 
could be formerly, when you had been away on- 
ly to the next town, you begin to learn the swift- 
ness of movements at the present day. And 
more than this, you are amazed at the amount of 
travel. Trains of from five to a dozen cars, with 
fifty or sixty passengers each, follow each other, 

at intervals of three or four hours, day and night, 
onfall the great routes; and it is generally hard 
to find a vacant seat in the cars, if you get in at 
any way station. So it is at the Kast, and all 
the way from the East to the West, by three or 
four or more great routes, nearly parallel with 
each other! When you sleep, and when you are 
awake, when you eat or when you rest, this*trav- 
elling public” is on the wing, hither, thither, von- 
der, everywhere, starting, moving, stopping,— 
bidding hasty adicus, exchanging welcome greet- 
ings, doing business by the watch, and going by 
the ‘ Time-table,” as if following the direction of 
destiny ! 

My last letter to you was written at Utica, 

N. V. When the meeting of the Board wits 
over, my friend Mr. Thompson, who was, in 1850. 

31, a citizen of San Francisco, took me to see 
the- N. V. State Insane Asylum, which is situa- 
ted in that town. The building itself is worth 
a visit, and the grounds are spacious and over- 
look a very extensive and beautiful country.— 
The very gentlemanly Superintendent showed us 
every attention, and accompanied us about the 
premises. He remarked to me that he had re- 
ceived with pleasure the report of the Insane 
Asylum of California, and noticed the promi- 
nence given in our new State to this humane in- 
stitution. I remarked the singular and uniform 
purity and freshness of the atmosphere through- 
out all parts of that great building, and the ub- 
sence of all disagreeable odors, &c. To account 
for this, we were taken down to a point in the 
central part of the building, where was revolving 
a huge fan, propelled by steam power. Ihis 
-fan, or blower, turning at its ordinary velocity 
of seventy. revolutions a minute, discharges not 
less than 70,000 cubic feet of air into the halls, 
passages and rooms, giving 280 feet to each vc- 
cupant, per minute. And it is so distributed by 
passages and air-tubes that there is no percepti- 


tus is such that it is kept at all seasons at an 
agreeable tempe rature. ‘This abundant supply 
of pure air is regarded as one of the most impor- 
tant remedial influences tending to restore the | 
health and promote the recovery of the patients. 

On the following day we visited ‘Trenton Falls. 
They are reached from Utica by an hour's ride 
in the cars, and a half hour by stage. The scen- 
ery in the vicinity of these falls, is wild and beau- 
tiful. There is a succession of falls. ‘The water 
takes leap after leap down into fearful chasms, 
and thus in ages has worn for itself a deep chan- 
nel in the solid rock. The stream is not large, 
but its passage dowu these steeps in broken cus- 
cades, and glittering shects of water, far away 
in the furest, where nothing is visible but the 
work of natare, constitutes a sceue of extraordi- 
nary beauty. It must bea very attractive re- 
treat in midsummer, for ail who love retirement, 
and healthful recreation, iu the midst of some of 
the most striking beauties of nature. 

On Monday morning, I bade adieu to Utica, 
and in an hour or two was enjoying a pleasant 
conversation with Rev. Mr. Hale and his family 
in Syracuse. After diuner, we drove around the 
town,—took a look at the salt-works, a very ex- 
tensive manufactory of table salt, affording a lu- 
crative employment to a great many men, and 
profitable investment fur a large amount of cap- 
ital,—and passed through some streets leading 
out of town, on which are situated tasteful and 
and highly ornamented residences and grounds. 

The evening train of cars took me to Auburn. 
In the morning, @ chilly ruin prevented my see- 
ing much of the place. ‘I'he term of the The- 
ological Semivary was just opening. ‘I'he new- 
ly appointed professors, as well as those formerly 
connected with the institution were on the ground; 
some of the ladies of the village were hard at work 
furnishing and fitting up anew the rooms for the 
students, a goodly number of whom had already 
arrived to occupy them, and it seemed to be con- 
fidently anticipated that the institution is to 
renew its usefulness, We trust that these expec- 
tations will be abundantly realized. I shall cer. 
tainly never forget the pleasant acquaintances I 
found there. I was hardly aware, till it was 
there recounted, how largely Californla is indebt- 
ed to Auburn Seminary for ministry. May the 
number of such men as have come from thence, 
be constantly increased. Among the residences 
of the town, that of Mr. Seward, the distinguish- 
ed Senator from New York, ‘was pointed out to 
me. Mr. Seward himself was absent from town. 

A couple of hour's ride in the cars brought 
me to Brockport, where I stopped to attend the 


| meeting of the Synod of Genessee. ‘I'he occa- 


sion was one of interest. Entire harmony pre- 
vailed in the deliberations, and the subjects un- 
der consideration were those of extendifig the 
influence of religion, and promoting the educa- 
tion of youth. An excellent sermon was preach- 
ed preparatory to the communion, by Rev. Mr. 
Porter of Buffalo, on the “Power of an endless 
life.“ After setting forth some of the achieve- 


ments ot men in the brief life allotted to us here, 


and picturing something of what might be reach- 
ed, if the same men could calculate on an ante} 
deluvian age, he reached the idea of the text, 
which he conceived to be, Jesus Christ in his 
priest-hood, possessed of the “power of an end- 
less life.” The view was striking and fitting to 
the occasion. The meetings were concluded on 
Thursday evening, by a wissionary service, at

Onxcox City, Oct. 22d 1855. 
Epitor or tHe Paciric—Dear Sir.—We are 
now amid the excitements of an Indian Border 
War. During the past summer various tribes 
have been combining together to attack the set. 
tlements, burn the dwellings and exterminate the 
whites. October was the month fixed upon for 
action. Ten days ago the Shasta and Rogue | 
River Indians began to fall upon unsuspecting | 
families, burning, butchering, and destroying all- 
who did not escape by sudden flight, or conceal- 
ment. More than twenty families have perished | 
there. But the miners and citizens have nobiy 
und resolutely met them and killed about 140 
Indians. ‘They now declare a war of extermina 
tion against these savages. Io save some inno, 
cent tribes the Indian Agent will be obliged to 
withdraw them to the Reservation or to a Fort, 
The Indians have been so treacherous, violating 
all treaties, falling upon the unsuspecting, wheth- 
er miners or farmers, that the people will bear 
it no longer. At the north of us, near the Dalles, 
the war-whoop has sounded. ‘he first aggres- 
sion was to kill Mr. Bolon, an Indian sub- Agent: 
who was alone among the Yakimaws, to fulfil, 
some official duty. Maj. Haller With one hun. 
dred men went out to bring the murderers to jusf | 
tice, and after two days march, he found himself 
surrounded in the woods by about 1500 Indi- 
ans, His soldiers fought bravely for about two 
days, and finally retreated for more men. ‘They 
lost five and had seventeen wounded, This re. 
treat has emboldened the enemy. Larger vum- 
bers of them have assembled. And now volun- 
teers have been called vut to assist the regular 
army. Five or six hundred are on their way to 
the Dalles. About 300 regulars are waiting to 
tuke the field. Soon we may expcet to hear of 
the warfare. ‘I'hose tribes or portions of tribes 
to whom our missionaries ministered the gospel, 
have not yet joined the enemy. We hope they 
will keep aloof, that they may aguin be taught 
the “way of life.” This is our daily prayer.— 
Some amorg them are true christians, but these 
few are strongly overborne by the larger num- 
ber of unbelievers. Yet if the Nez Perces, the 
Spokans and a portion of the Cayuse, refuse the 
alliance, at the risk of being themselves attacked 
as enemies, it will prove the power and value of 
Protestant Missiong among them. Eight years 
they have been without their teachers, und yet they 
have maintained their habits of family and Sub- 
bath worship. Providence permitting, I will 
again write you of the war,

It was expected that the Russians would be 
unable to hold the north of Sebastopol for want 
of provisions. 

Gen. Pelissier has been made Marshal of
